Anvone who has never seen a chorus 
line of jockeys singing Take Back Your 
Mink cannot be said exactly to have failed 
in life. but he has not made as much of 
it as he might have done. There was a mat- 
ter of the quartette from Rigoletto, too. 
\t least 1 suppose it was: I don’t know 
Rigoletto very well. but for sure it was a 
quartette. | counted. twice. It was not as 
easy as it seems: the reason [I had to do 
it twice was that Pete Anderson. the first 
time. was on both ends. He is a very active 
boy. 

To say that the annual dinner of the 
Jockeys’ Guild was entirely pleasant would 
be bad reporting. Around four o'clock. 
observing that the waiters were getting 
a rather hunted look. we left, so I cannot 
say about the end of it. But up to then 
it was wonderful. The Waldorf-Astoria was 
still there in the morning. so I suppose 
everything went all right. 

Now this was not purely a case of mirth 
and merriment. Some time this year. or 
next. a boy will go down in a jam on the 
first turn at Jamaica or Longacres or Del 
Mar or Bowie, and will be picked up in 
a slightly fragmented condition. Because 
some 800 people had a joyous night at the 
Waldorf last Saturday. and got. in three 
known cases. a little stiff. his hospital and 
doctor's bill will be paid. and his family. 
if he has one. will eat in the meantime. 
It makes getting stiff at the Waldorf virtu- 
ally a humanitarian duty. a very comfort- 
ing reflection. since this is written on Sun- 
day afternoon. 

The actors in the drama—Arearo and 
Atkinson and Woodhouse and McCreary 
and others—are never likely to need any- 
one to pay their hospital bills or to keep 
the family budget straight.

SERMON. Since. as noted, this is writ- 
ien on Sunday. a moral lesson should be 
adduced.

speed and thoroughness with which the 
Pinkertons investigated it. and pleased at 
the readiness of The Jockey Club Found- 
ation to pick the man out of a hole. There 
are others. maybe equally as good. 
The fund with which the Jockeys’ Guild 
don’t mix it up with The Jockey Club: 
two entirely different sets of people—ad- 
ministers its charities comes largely from 
within. On stated days. at each track, mem- 
hers give one day’s riding fees. About a 
dozen tracks have consented to match these 
with a private donation, and I think it 
would be a good idea if all of them did. 
This creates a fund which accounts for 
expenditures of more than $25,000 a year. 
And there isn’t much to-do about filling in 
a form stating name. age. place of birth. 
and that nonsense. The Guild’s attitude is 
simply. “Is the guy broke and hurt? Then 
where’s the check?” There are buckets 
full of organizations which are willing to 
be charitable with other people’s money: 
the jockeys do it mainly with their own. 
Strength to the little rascals. And_ to 
their guests. 


AGE. Aside from the stakes. which are 
reported elsewhere, there were some inter- 
esting races at Belmont last week. Native 
Dancer took the show. and quite rightly, 
on Saturday. but one of the performers 
that day was a fairly well established 
stakes contender when Geisha was kicking 
at Native Dancer to make him eat grass 
instead of milk. 

This. of course, was F. Ambrose Clark’s 
Tea-Maker, now nine years old. On March 
13. 1948. at the age of five. Tea-Maker 
came to the races for the first time, over 
hurdles at the Springdale course at Cam- 
den. I suppose that Jim Ryan had en- 
tertained the hunt committee, and had 
aided it with suggestions, for he won three 
of the five races. but that of course is an- 
other matter. Tea-Maker landed badly 
over the fourth hurdle and lost his rider. 
He was last at the time. 

So Tea-Maker was a 5-year-old maiden 
which had run once over hurdles and had 
tripped on the fourth one. At any mod- 
erate auction. he would have brought 
$3.25. But last Saturday he won the 26th 
of 99 starts and ran his earnings to 
$181,965. 

Not quite as unpromising a beginning 
was that of the gray steeplechaser Genan- 
coke. He didn’t start at two, but he raced 
four times at three. in 1945. He didn’t

Mud Horses, Grass Horses, ‘Chasers 


Some horses are natural mud runners. They can 
run on any type of muddy track. There are other 
horses that race well only when a track has a watery 
surface and a firm bottom, which is called a sloppy 
track. Other horses prefer deep, heavy mud. A great 
many sore horses race better when the track is a 
little on the slow, soft side. Some horses do not like 
any sort of muddy track. However, I have seen 
horses learn to race well in the mud when, because 
of rain over a long period, they had nothing but mud 
to train and race in. I noticed this particularly one 
winter when I raced at New Orleans. Looking back 
at that winter, I can remember nothing but muddy 
tracks. 

No one knows what makes a mudder or a non- 
mudder. I think that mud calks on shoes help a horse 
racing in the mud, because they keep him from 
slipping. I feel that often it is the fear of slipping 
that causes a horse to be a non-mudder. Mud could 
give him confidence. A stallion who ras raced well 
in the mud often sires successful mud runners. But 
even though at times the offspring of certain stallions 
seem to be capable mudders, an exception will be 
found occasionally in a horse by such a sire who can- 
not, as the saying goes, untrack himself in the mud. 

One well-known handicapper tried to pick mud 
runners by watching the horses walk in the paddock 
before a race. He would take a chance on the ones 
that set their toes down firmly, as if digging in, 
before putting down their heels. He claimed that the 
ones that put their feet down toe-first would get 
better traction in the mud than the ones who landed 
on their heels first and therefore were more likely 
to slip and slide. However, I am sure that the answer 
as to why a horse can or cannot run in the mud will 
never be discovered. 

Racing on grass is a different proposition, al- 


though it may be noted that good mud horses gen- | 
erally race well on the turf. My experience has been © 
that horses with high action race better on turf than | 


those with low, smooth action. The latter type of _ 


horse does not go well over grass. In England they 
call them “daisy-cutters.” Several of our great old , 
jumpers had bad action for flat racing but were well 
suited to racing over turf. A horse that goes over 
the grass with high action does better than a daisy- 
cutter because he strides over the grass rather than 
through it, and thus meets with less resistance. It 
is natural that a horse whose low action keeps his 
feet continually brushing through the grass will be 
impeded to a certain extent. 

Recently I raced Greek Ship over the grass with- 
out any advance preparation or any knowledge as 
to whether or not he would like it. He is a horse 
with good action and is not one that I would pick 
out as a particularly good grass performer. In his 
case the reason I selected grass racing was that he 
had shown a decided dislike for having dirt thrown 
in his face, and I thought he might like racing over 
the grass, where comparatively little dirt is thrown. 
I also knew, of course, that he had shown good form 
in the mud at various times. 

I think that very often the reason imported 
horses, especially those coming from England, do 
not race well over our dirt tracks is because they 
have always trained and raced on grass courses 
and have not been subjected to having dirt thrown 
in their faces. Our American horses race and train 
over dirt tracks and become used to it. I understand 
that in South America they have both dirt and grass 
tracks, and more of these horses seem to adapt them- 
selves to our racing than those coming from England.

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TRAINING HORSES TO JUMP 


The first step in teaching horses to jump is to 
train them to get over whatever obstacle may be in 
their path. The best way to start them is in a special- 
ly built corral containing two or more jumps, accord- 
ing to the size of the corral. As a rule these corrals 
are circular, with a high board fence on the outside 
and the jumps on the inside. The jumps are five or 
six feet wide. A lower panel fence is built inside 
the jumps. The inner and outer fences form a lane in 
which the horse is schooled over the obstacles. The 
footing in such a corral should be firm, but not too 
hard. Sand is very good if it isn’t too deep. 

A horse’s first lessons should be over small 
obstacles. If you have several jumps inside the corral 
they can be constructed of various materials, such as 
rails, hedge, logs, etc. The jumps must be spaced 
far enough apart to permit a horse to take at least 
half a dozen strides between obstacles. The horse is 
generally led in without a rider, for his first lessons. 
He is walked up to the first jump and allowed to 
examine it, then is taken back far enough to allow 
him to get into his stride before he reaches the ob- 
stacle. Then he is turned toward the jump and start- 
ed off, usually at the crack of a whip. It is best to 
have a man in the center ring of the corral with a 
long whip. The man should be careful at the outset to 
crack his whip only when he is behind the horse, be- 
cause if he is alongside him or slightly in front of 
him he can very easily cause the horse to wheel be- 
fore reaching the jump. 

The idea is to teach the horse to go ahead when he 
sees a jump. It is surprising how quickly horses 
learn what you want them to do. Frequently you will 
find a horse who is so keen and eager to jump that 
you have to prevent him from overdoing. During the 
early lessons without a rider up, a horse should wear 
a bridle, and it is just as well to have a saddle on him 
too. The stirrups should be slid up to the top of the 
stirrup webbing and the bridle reins should be tucked 
under the stirrups. 

If a horse is thought to be sufficiently clever at 
jumping after several lessons with just the saddle 
and bridle on him, a boy can be put on his back in the 
corral. The jumps are usually constructed so a horse 
can go over them in either direction. It is a great help 
to a horse if he is sent four or five turns around the 
corral in one direction and then sent in the reverse 
direction. Before starting him in the other direction, 
let him have a breather if he is winded. The height 
of the jumps should be increased gradually until the 
horse is going over fairly normal jumps. When a 
trainer feels that his horse has been sufficiently edu- 
cated in the corral, he can be given some lessons 
over a regular jumping course. At most places where 
there is any amount of jumping there will be a 
special schooling course for beginners. The obstacles 
on this course will not be quite as high as those on 
the racing course. 

A quiet and capable older fencer is a great help in 
giving a green horse a lead while he is learning. 
When green horses are sufficiently schooled they 
generally are sent over the fences in pairs. Their 
training on the flat is about the same as for any flat 
racer, except that a school over the fences frequently 
—— the place of what would be a work for a flat 

orse. 

A horse’s schooling in jumping may be started at 
any age, although there are no races for jumpers

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Horses with high action may prefer turf. 


It is surprising how quickly horses learn. 
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until about the middle of their 3-year-old year. A 3- 
year-old jumper should be raced very sparingly. 
Some of the more successful stables do not race their 
horses over jumps until they are 4-year-olds. By then 
they are jumping more proficiently and are much 
more tractable and better developed physically. The 
early training and racing of some horses begins over 
hurdles. If they show an aptitude for the bigger 
jumps they are put to steeplechasing later. Training 
them for hurdle racing is easier and a shorter prep- 
aration is required. 

I like to shoe jumpers with long, sharp calks 
on the outside of the hind shoes. This prevents 
their sliding on their hind quarters, which jumpers 
often do when landing after clearing a fence. 

Thomas Hitchcock, who was considered by many 
persons to be the best handler of jumping horses 
in this country, very often selected horses for his 
jumping stable when they were yearlings, or even 
as weanlings. He began immediately to let them know 
what they had to do in order to get over an obstacle 
in their path. He would place small obstacles at the 
gates to the paddocks and pastures where they were 
turned out. They jumped these when entering and 
leaving the fields. As he was one of the most success- 
ful men we have ever had in steeplechasing in Amer- 
ica, his methods must have been exceptionally good. 


It is not absolutely necessary, however, to start 
jumping lessons early in a horse’s life. Frequently 
a horse that has been purchased after having raced 
on the flat for several years will become a top 
jumping horse. 

It is just as natural for a horse to jump as it is 
for a man to jump, but some horses, like some 
people, can jump better and with less exertion than 
others. A good schooling boy is most invaluable, 
because a horse can easily be spoiled by an inexperi- 
enced or incompetent rider. A rider who schools 
jumpers must be confident and fearless. This applies 
even more to jumping horses than to horses trained 
for flat racing. 

Boots are an important item in the equipment 
of a jumping stable. There are bell boots to protect 
a young horse’s quarters when he is learning to 
jump. There are shin boots to protect the hind 
shins, and some trainers never send a horse out for 
schooling without putting a good pair of boots on 
his front legs. The front boots and hind shin boots 
are usually made of strong felt, with a little padding. 
Blinkers are often useful on a jumping horse, 
especially if he is inclined to go into his fences in a 
hesitating, swerving manner.

TRACKS & MEETINGS 


Garden State’s $100,000 Futurity 
A $100.000-added stakes for 2-year-olds 


will have its inaugural running at the 
1953 fall meeting at Garden State Park 
in New Jersey. To be known as the Garden 
State. the race which has more added 
money than any other event for 2-year- 
olds will eventually be established on a 
futurity basis. The conditions at present 
permit yearlings of 1952 to be nominated 
for the 1953 inaugural, foals of 1952 for 
the 1954 running, and foals of 1953 for 
the 1955 running. Nominations for later 
renewals will be made during the year in 
which the mares are served. The Garden 
State is to be run at a mile and a six- 
teenth. 


$30,000 Second Money 


In announcing increases of added money 
for the stakes programs at Arlington Park 
and Washington Park during the 1953 
meetings, the track management has put 
the emphasis on the money to be paid to 
the horses placing second, third, and 
fourth. In each of four races—the $100,000- 
added Arlington Classic, the $100,000- 
added Washington Park Handicap, the 
$75.000-added Arlington Futurity, and the 
$75.000-added Washington Park Futurity 
—$30,000 will be given to the horse placing 
second, $15,000 to the third place horse, 
and $10,000 to the fourth. The Arlington 
and Washington Park Futurities were at 
$50.000-added in 1952. 

The Arlington Lassie and Princess Pat 
Stakes will each be raised from $30,000 to 


$50.000-added. The second-place fillies in 
these two events will receive $20.000. third 
will be worth $12.000, and fourth will get 
$6.000. 

The American Derby. the Arlington 
Handicap. and the Arlington Matron will 
be late-closing events in 1953 instead of 
future stakes as formerly. This change re- 
portedly was made in an effort to make 
the program more flexible and provide 
more financial opportunities as the season 


progresses,

The opening bid on each was 
$25.000. *Miss Grillo brought the highest 
bid. going to Shawnee Farm for $57,000. 
Alablue was bought for $37.000; four 
years ago Mill River Stable bought her 
from the A. C. Ernst estate for $72,000. 


Top price among the horses in training 
sold at Belmont Park was the $35,000 
paid for C. V. Whitney’s Common Cause 
by I. J. Collins, who at a similar sale in 
the fall of 1948 bought another Whitney 
horse. Vulean’s Forge. for $80,000 and in 
1949 won the Santa Anita Handicap with 
him.

Woodvale Farm’s homebred Our Page won the 
Spinaway Stakes of 1942 and her only other start 
as a 2-year-old. After winning a race the next 
season, she was retred to the farm where she ran 
up the unique record of having each of her four 
foals old enough to race become a stakes winner. 
Her first colt was Page Boots, winner of the Kent 
and the Leonard Richards Stakes. He was followed 
by Sport Page, which won the East View Stakes 
and placed in several other stakes. The records of 
these two colts led to the selection of Our Page 
as the 1948 broodmare of the year by the Kentucky 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association. Both horses 
are now at stud at Royce G. Martin’s Woodvale 
Farm near Lexington, 

In 1947 Our Page foaled Bull Page, by Bull 
Lea. Purchased for $38,000 at the 1948 Keeneland 
Summer Sales by E. P. Taylor, the Canadian 
sportsman, this colt won the Fred S. Livingston 
and the Autumn Handicaps, and the Canadian 
Championship. For these victories and placings in 
other stakes events, he was voted Canada’s horse of 
the year in 1951. Thus rewarded, Mr. Taylor re- 
turned to the Keeneland Summer Sales of 1951 and 
purchased Our Page’s fourth colt for $18,000. A 
son of War Admiral, he was named Navy Page.

Native Dancer ran off the pace as Little Request 
led for a little more than two furlongs.

Stull Training at Age of 82; 
A Note on the Other Chicago 


CHICAGO 


At the age of 82 years (he allows that 
that is getting rather ripe) Edward A. 
Faulkenberg doesn’t claim to be the oldest 
fellow now engaged actively in the busi- 
ness of training runners. but off-hand he 
cant think of an older one. He says he 
must be four or five years the senior of 
his old friend. “Moonlight Bobbie” Allen, 
and he knows Steve Judge is pushing him 
right close, not to speak of “Sunny Jim” 
Fitzsimmons. a junior by several turns of 
the calendar, And. of course, you never 
know who might turn up in the bushes. 


It is doubtful if there are many other 
horse trainers, old or young, quite like Ed 
Faulkenberg. He probably would rather 
patch up an old cripple and make him win 
than develop a good 2-year-old. He has 
been patching cripples all his life; gets 
quite a kick out of it—and some long odds. 

While shaking up Miss Andrews’ stall 
and checking her water bucket at Haw- 
thorne the other day. Mr. Faulkenberg 
was persuaded to shed a little light on his 
early years. In passing, it should be noted 
that Miss Andrews is Mr. Faulkenberg’s 
entire string at present. She isn’t exactly 
broken down, either, as she demonstrated 
recently at Washington Park when she 
returned a win mutuel of $91 for $2. But 
Ed is looking around for something else, 
something whose unsoundness isn’t beyond 
redemption, something which might do, 
say, at Hot Springs next March. Miss 
Andrews, by the way, is owned by Patrick 
J. Warren, a Chicago building contractor, 
who has a farm near Joliet, Ill. 


Like many other trainers of Thorough- 
breds, Mr. Faulkenberg began with show 
horses. He began so early in life he didn’t 
have much choice in the matter. He was 
born in 1870 at the village of St. Croix. 
Perry County. in southern Indiana. The 
county seat, Cannelton. is directly across 
the Ohio from Hawesville. Kentucky. 

His father, Isaac W. Faulkenberg. whose 
parents picked children’s names out of the 
Bible. was a trainer and exhibitor of show 
horses. He put little Edward up on a horse 
one day and told him to ride. That was it, 
Ed’s start in the show horse business. 
When he was twelve years old his father 
took him to New York. 

“T had already begun riding in shows,” 
he said, “and my father wanted me to ride 
a black mare named Flying Beauty in the 
New York show. But when he put a high 


hat and a long-tailed coat on me it made 
me so damned mad I cried. 

“While I was crying a lady patted me 
on the shoulder and said: “Don’t cry little 
boy. you'll win. I'll never forget that nice 
English lady and her voice. I learned her 
name was Belle Beach. She knew horses. 
rede them and wrote about them. 

“Dye know. | did win with Flying 
Beauty. high hat. long coat. and all. About 
forty years later I had some horses at the 
International Show in Chicago. One day I 
heard a voice behind me which I recog- 
nized at once. I turned quickly and said to 
the lady whose voice I had heard: ‘Pardon 
me, madam, but aren't you Belle Beach?’ 
““Why. yes I am.’ she replied, ‘but who 
are you?” 

“Tm the little boy in the high hat and 
long tails who rede Flying Beauty in New 
York about forty years ago. I said. She 
looked incredulous for a moment, then ex- 
claimed: ‘I remember, I remember.’ 

“And say. I won that very day at the 
International, too; beat the Pabst horses 
with Cable King and Sir Chap. I think 
Louie Florsheim rode Sir Chap. I just 
don’t remember who it was rode Cable 
King, but it'll come to me.” 

All the time he had show horses and 
later while he was operating riding stables. 
Ed Faulkenberg was “fooling around” 
with a few runners too. He once had 115 
riding horses at the Ed Smith Club on 
51st Street in Chicago. had another stable 
on Drexel Avenue. and a third at West 
Baden, Ind. But even three such busy 
places didn’t keep him from having a few 
Thoroughbreds at the track. In the early 
1930’s he gave up everything but the 
runners. 

“Yes. I like to patch up cripples.” he 
said. “I paid $100 for Cap Meck at Mexico 
City. I got him cheap because he kept 
throwing out a stifle. Got him fixed up 
pretty good and won with him. Lost him 
in a claiming race at Garden State for 
$1.600. Then there was Shama Thrush. 
Teddy Haste. and a lot of others. Oh yes. 
Belle of Winchester. She paid the highest 
mutuel T ever collected. $104. 

“As I said. I always liked to patch up 
cripples and see what I could do with 
them. but I’ve got a nice yearling filly right 
now named Mamie Moore. She’s by After 
Lunch. She’s down at Mr. Warren’s farm 
near Joliet. If nothing happens I'll have 
her here at the races next year. Ill prob- 
ably have an old one or two patched up, 


too. If they’re not too bad you can mend 
a lot of them. But you have to have 
patience.” 


ANOTHER CHICAGO. On the same day 
Inseparable won the Chicago Handicap at 
Hawthorne (new American record, 1:35! 
for one mile on gass) a 2-year-old colt 
named Chicago made his first start. With 
one exception, the seven others in the race 
were winners of one or more races each. 
Chicago broke last. finished last, but in 
between showed a little flash, enough to 
indicate he might do. If he lives to estab- 
lish a record and reputation equal to that 
of an earlier horse of the same name he 
will be better than an empty stall, to use 
an expression which might have been 
coined about the time Lexington met Le- 
compte at old Metairie. 

Chicago is by *Alibhai out of Wallflow- 
er. stakes-winning daughter of *Sir 
Gallahad II. He is owned by the Chicago 
oil man Robert W. Mellvain. was foaled 
at the latter’s Walmac Farm, near Lexing- 
ton. He is in the capable hands of Howard 
(Babe) Wells. who trained, besides his 
own Equifox and many others, Wallflower. 
Billings. and Volcanic. to mention only a 
few of the Walmac Farm horses. 

Mr. Mellvain seems to have a penchant 
for placenames for many of his horses. as 
witness Olney, Billings, Butte, Rawlins, 
and others. In that respect he is somewhat 
like the late Fred M. Grabner, Chicago 
real estate man who. however, was a little 
more provincial. Mr. Grabner was im- 
mensely proud of his home town, so his 
friends were not surprised when he named 
one of his horses Chicago. another Windy 


JAKE LOWENSTEIN 
He trained Chicago. 
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City. still another Illinois. The latter 
cidn’t amount to much. but Windy City 
won the American Derby in 1929. while 
Cicago became one of the leading handi- 
cap horses of his era. 

Windy City and Chicago both were bred 
by that fine Kentucky gentleman Thomas 
Piatt. who has been breeding and selling 
horses for half a century and who reached 
the peak with Alsab. The Grabner horses 
were trained by Jake Lowenstein. a Chi- 
cagoan and a perennial at local tracks for 
many years. He now has a stable of horses 
at Hawthorne. including the good 2-year- 
old filly Mimi Mine. owned by Mrs. Her- 
bert Herff. of Memphis. 

\ dark bay. by Upset out of *Allivan, 
by Radium. Windy City had an undis- 
tinguished career at stud after his racing 
days were over. Chicago was a brown geld- 
ing by Granite out of Synthetic. by Sir 
John Johnson. As a 2-year-old in 1925 he 
won the Queen City Handicap at Latonia. 
earning $17.450 in that victory. At three 
he wasn’t much better than an empty stall. 
failing to win a race. But he was a differ- 
ent horse at four. That year (1927) he 
won ten races. They included the inaug- 
ural running of the Autumn Handicap at 
Hawthorne. the race now known as the 
Chicago Handicap. 

Robert F. Carey, managing director of 
Hawthorne, also is fond of his home town 
and has a profound respect for tradition. 
By renaming the old Autumn Handicap he 


could honor bith = great city and the 
memory of a good horse. So he did. 
Other races wen !:. Chicago during his 
big year were the Ans .ican Noticnal and 
the Endurance Handicaps at Arlington 
Park. the LaSalle and Steger Handicaps 
at Lincoln Fields. In the American Nation- 
al he defeated Osmand. Besides his ten vie- 
tories that year Chicago finished sec nd 


five times. He raced until he was nine 
years old, starting 110 times. earned 
$99,236. 


On one memorable occasion a challenge 
was issued to R. M. Eastman’s noted geld- 
ing Mike Hall, on behalf of Chicago, to 
a match race at Lincoln Fields. The asso- 
ciation was averse to a match, but ar- 
ranged a race for a field which consisted 
of Chicago, Mike Hall. Flat Iron, and 
Handy Mandy. Earl Peol. who rode many 
good races. rode a bad one on Chicago 
that day. Mike Hall won. Chicago was 
second. 

Flat Iron was one of Chicago’s most 
persistent rivals. By Friar Rock out of 
* Affection, by *Isidor. thus an own brother 
to Heloise. Flat Iron was bred by John 
E. Madden at Hamburg Place. A gelding. 
he made 107 starts, won 21. earned $71.- 
347. Like Chicago, he had his big year at 
four in 1927, winning twelve races. finish- 
ing second in ten. In his latter years he 
raced for the late Stuyvesant (Jack) Pea- 
body, whose son of the same name is now 
chairman of the Illinois Racing Bord. Flat 
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[ron won the Grainger Memorial, Sweitzer, 
Greater Chicago and Hawthorne Handi- 
caps, beating Chicago in the latter. He was 
trained by Bob McGarvey, who later had 
the Milky Way horse and now trains the 
Denemark stable. 


“If you remember. Flat Iron won that 
day only because Bob Rogers carried Chi- 
cago out.” Jake Lowenstein says. “Flat 
Iron was good, but he couldn’t beat Chi- 
cago. all things being equal. You know. 
the slogan of the City of Chicago is ‘I 
Will’ I wonder if this colt of Mellvain’s 
has got it? My old horse sure had _ it, 
didn’t he?”

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RECOLLECTIONS, by James M. Holmes 


The John W. 


Accompanying this article is an old 
photo of the members of the stable of 
John W. Schorr, the brewer and_horse- 
man from Memphis. The photo was taken 
at Montgomery Park, once an important 
racing center in Tennessee. in 1898. Old 
timers will remember some of the group 
with nostalgia. Among those in the photo 
are George Walker (third from the left in 
the rear row), John Lowe (second from 
the left in the front row). Louis Strube 
(in front of the left-hand post). Jockey 
Tommy Burns (wearing golf stockings. 
next to Strube), John F. Schorr and his 
dog. and Bob Baines, next to Schorr. 


At one time, the Schorr stable was one 
of the most prominent on the American 
Turf. The “orange, black sleeves. white 
cap” of the Schorr stable was carried 
by some of the greatest performers in his- 
tory. but I am not certain which horse 
first carried them. It might possibly have 
been around the time Lieber Karl was 
second to Plaudit in the Kentucky Derby 
of 1898. Lieber Karl had won the Ten- 
nessee Derby and was well liked for the 
Bluegrass classic. He started off like a 
house afire but had nothing left at the 
end. and the Madden colorbearer beat 
him home by a neck. Tommy Burns was 


the rider. He was a real good boy, one

of the best. and he led the jockey list 
in 1897 and 1898. 


The Memphis brewer sent out many 
top-class race horses. have always 
thought that of all of them, from let us say 
Lieber Karl to his last good colorbearer, 


Luke McLuke, the very best was the 
queenly monarch Endurance by Right. 


There was a sweetheart! The swift daugh- 
ter of Inspector B—*Early Morn, by Sil- 
vesier. won 15 races from 17 starts, in- 
cluding the Clipsetta, Lassie, Petite, Lake- 
side. Great Eastern, Willow. Holly (she 
won the Willow and the Holly on consecu- 
tive days. carrying 130 pounds in the 
Holly and beating some good colts), the 
match against Heno, and finally the Cham- 
pagne Stakes. She won the Champagne 
under W. C. Whitney’s colors, that gen- 
tleman having paid $35,000 for her. 
Her jockey. Johnny Woods. was an- 
other Schorr development. He was not 
fated to live long, but he won many a race 
for Mr. Schorr before dying from tuber- 
culosis. Another important member of the 
entourage was Charles R. (Whitey) Elli- 
son. He came to the stable as manager 
for Tommy Burns. then he became a sort 
of stable manager and eventually a success- 
ful owner, trainer. and high-flying plunger. 
His life ended years later when he turned 
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on a gas jet and died from its fumes in 
a furnished room in Chicago. 

It would require too much space to 
recount the many stakes won by the 
Schorr stable, but down through the years 
Mr. Schorr was represented by such good 
horses as Corsine, Macy. Presbyterian, 
Alard Scheck. Algal. Flora Pomona, Lady 
Schorr. F. W. Brode, Rightful. Moharib, 
Unele Charley, Jack Lory, Star Charter, 
Froglegs. Leochares, Cudgel. Goldcrest 
Boy. and Luke McLuke. 

The Schorr stable had the best trainers 
and jockeys. too. George Walker was a 
top-class conditioner who afterwards 
achieved prominence in Europe. Mr. 
Schorr’s son, John F., rode with some suc- 
cess. but made his greatest reputation 
later on as a trainer, when he was mentor 
for the stable of Edward B. McLean and 
turned out such blockbusters as The 
Porter. Toro, Prince of Wales, ete. 

Among the boys who attained fame in 
the Schorr colors were Tommy Burns, 
Johnny Woods and his kid brother J. T., 
John Bullman. Aloysius Aubuchon, and 
A. (Tony) Neylon. Charlie Peak also 
did a lot of riding for the stable. Of the 
men in the photograph, John Lowe be- 
came a noted trainer. Louis Strube also 
was a trainer; today he works at the Ja- 
maica track. Some years ago he raced the 
good mare Rust. 


James Donn, Gulfstream Park’s presi- 
dent, who spent his boyhood in Lanark, 
Scotland, is attempting to have made, as 
a trophy for next winter’s $100,000-added 
Florida Derby, a silver replica of the 
Lanark Bell. a Scottish racing treasure.

The Dinner Purse 
In Illinois 


One of the annual social occasions of 
the Illinois Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation is in connection with a_ dinner 
purse, raced during the Hawthorne fall 
meeting, at Chicago. The race. for 2-year- 
olds foaled in []inois which have not won 
a stakes, is a feature of an afternoon pro- 
gram at Hawthorne. and the dinner is 
held that evening in the club house. 

This year the dirner purse was raced 
on September 25. The winner was Louis 
Schlosser’s home-bred Poo Bah. a colt by 
New Dough—Genie Ball. by Balladier. At 
the dinner which followed. the principal 
speaker was John A. Morris, representing 
The Jockey Club. 

During the racing at Chicago this sum- 
mer Poo Bah had distinguished himself 
as a colt with considerable speed. but 
which was likely to run out of gas before 
reaching the wire. In his only winning 
race prior to the Dinner Purse. he had got 
off toward the rear of his field and had 
not turned on his speed until reaching the 
stretch. In the Dinner Purse the same pat- 
tern prevailed. Pooh Bah started poorly 
and was some lengths out of contention 
early in the race, but he gained the lead 
entering the stretch and came on to win 
by 11% lengths. 

Pooh Bah is by New Dough out of Genie 
Ball. by Balladier. New Dough is unknown 
to most people. He is by Hash—Baby 
Bosh, by Nocturnal. and was sold by 
Lowry Watkins, of Louisville, to Chester 
Caldwell for $2,500 at the Keeneland Sum- 
mer Sales of 1944. He was raced by Mr. 
Schlosser, who owns a chain of bakeries in 
Chicago, and won one race in six seasons 
of racing. Genie Ball is an unraced daugh- 
ter of Balladier—Genevra M.. by Percent- 
age. Genevra M. is one of the small band 
of mares from which Lewis Tutt. the Ken- 
tucky breeder, has bred many successful 
race horses. New Dough stands at Mr. 
Schlosser’s farm near Desplaines. 
Pooh Bah is the only foal in his first crop. 
(As Frank Butzow pointed out later in 
the day. Pooh Bah’s pedigree shows 11 
crosses of Himyar. which is a paternal 
grandson of *Eclipse. *Eclipse was 
brought to America by Francis Morris. 
ereat-grandfather of the present John A. 
Morris.) The winner’s trophy was_ pre- 
sented to Mr. Schlosser by J. H. Dunn 
owner of a previous Dinner Purse winner. 

In addition to being a steward of The 
Jeckey Club and president of the Jamaica 
race track, Mr. Morris is chairman of 
The Jockey Club’s breeding bureau and 
is a trustee of The Jockey Club Founda- 
tion. 

“To me.” he stated. “racing has two 
distinct departments—-racing and_ breed- 
ing. It is on the race tracks that breeding

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theories are proved. And there are two 
aspects to the racing side—business and 
sporting. It is the sporting side that we 
must emphasize. Racing has been called 
the Sport of Kings. In America, every man 
is a king, and he can participate in racing 
if he wishes to. Breeding is part of the 
sporting side of racing. It can provide a 
life-long hobby through the ownership of 
mares and the production of race horses.” 


Mr. Morris related some details of an 
interview with Marcel Boussac, the noted 
French breeder. when he was in France. 
Mr. Boussac, he recalled. attributed his 
success with inbred race horses to the 
“broad base” upon which his inbreeding 
was established. The English, Mr. Boussac 
stated. inbred to English strains, whereas 
the Boussac inbreeding program was 
based on selected lines from France, Eng- 
land, and America, providing a diversity 
of blood. 

The speaker stressed the importance of 
good broodmares. “It is easy to sell their 
produce.” he stated, “and on the race 
tracks the percentage is all in favor of 
the produce of quality mares. This is 
especially important to small breeders. 
who have to rely on quality instead of 
numbers.” 

The Jockey Club, he said, invites com- 
munications from small breeders relative 
to registration problems, and wants to co- 
operate with them. 


“Illinois.” he remarked in conclusion, 


“has excellent soil, good water and a cli- 
mate in which horses do well. I urge you 
to buy quality mares in order to make the 
best use of your natural advantages.” 


Before Mr. Morris was introduced, D. 
Elmo Jordan, secretary of the breeders’ 
group, read a telegram from A. B. Han- 
cock Jr., newly elected president of the 
American Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation, congratulating the Illinois asso- 
ciation for its excellent public relations 
program and its record for co-operating 
with other elements in racing and _ breed- 
ing. Alex Bower, field secretary of the 
ATBA, was present at the dinner. He 
reviewed some of the previous activities 
of the organization, through the publica- 
tion of THE BLoop-HorseE and the support 
of equine disease research, and stated that 
the ATBA’s new program of activities in- 
cluded co-operation with local and state 
organizations. 


Mr. Morris was introduced by Mr. 
Butzow. who reviewed the Morris family’s 
association with the American Turf, dating 
back to early in the 19th Century. 


After the address Mr. Morris, a movie 
of Film Patrol sequences and some of the 
daily activities at Hawthorne was shown by 
Teddy Cox, assistant steward at Haw- 
thorne. The film Racing Heritage, pro- 
duced under the auspices of the New York 
Racing Associations, and a movie showing 
some of the program at the Jockey Club

Breeding Bureau, at Avon, N. Y., were 
shown also. 

The dinner purse and the dinner were 
made possible through the co-operation 
of Robert F. Carey, managing director of 
Hawthorne. J. D. Mikel is president of 
the ITBA. 


FAST FOX INVITED 


Baron de Waldner of France has been 
sent an invitation to run Fast Fox in the 
$50.000 Washington, D. C., International 
at Laurel Race Course on October 18. The 
5-year-old son of Fastnet—Foxcraft is 
among the best stayers in Europe. He 
has won the Prix Huigne. Grand Prix de 
St. Cloud. and Prix Kergorlay in his own 
country. In England, he has won the Com- 
monwealth, Sunninghill Park. and Winston 
Churchill Stakes, and the Doncaster Cup. 
He also won the Grand Handicap Inter- 
national in Belgium. 

Nine foreign horses and three American 
horses will be expected to start in the in- 
ternational race if Baron de Waldner ac- 
cepts the invitation on behalf of Fast Fox. 


The nutrient requirement of the Thor- 
oughbred trained and put on the race 
track at the early age of two years is 
probably higher than for horses that are 
more mature before being trained for 
work.—NaTIONAL RESEARCH COUNCIL.
